1. Applicant's arguments filed October 14, 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The Applicant has repeatedly argued that the prior art (Bosler, Westcott at al, and 
Kemerer et al) fails to disclose "shielding means for selectively applying said cooling means to 
said pattenwd sheet portion while leaving said remaining portion of said extruded sheet above 
said heat deflection temperature." This limitation is newly added, therefore, it was not 
considered in the last Office Action. 

Because this limitation raises a new issue that requires further search and consideration, 
the Amendment After Final will not be entered.
